Tributes flooding in for ‘Mr Welshpool’ 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a former mayor 
and president of the Football Association of Wales 
(FAW) who was known as “Mr Welshpool”. 

Tegwyn Evans, 85, was a former mayor and 
town councillor in Welshpool and was also presi¬ 
dent of Welshpool Town Football Club and chair¬ 
man of the town’s carnival committee. 

He died on Tuesday in the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Mr Evans was known for his charity work and 
was well-known throughout the football world 
after being FAW president between 1997 and 
2000. He was made a life president of the FAW 


and was awarded an MBE for his exceptional 
community service. He was a lifelong supporter 
and current president of Welshpool Town Foot¬ 
ball Club, and was also an official of the Central 
Wales FA and Montgomeryshire Football League. 

Councillor John Meredith, current mayor of 
Welshpool, said Mr Evans was one of Welshpool’s 
greatest residents. 

He said: “I am very sad to hear of the death of 
Tegwyn Evans, he was a great member of our 
community and a gentleman. He did so much for 
the town as a past mayor, chair of the carnival 
committee to name just two. 


“He was also much involved with Welshpool 
Town Football Club and the Welsh FA. My 
thoughts are with the family at this time.” 

An FAW spokesman said: “During his time at 
the FAW, he was a fine ambassador for the game 
at home and abroad. Everyone at the FAW 
salutes his service to football in Wales.” 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP, added:

PANEL TO DECIDE 
EX-HEAD'S FATE 


THE former head teacher of a Welshpool primary school faces being 
struck off if she is found guilty of a stream of misconduct charges 
by a hearing of the General Teaching Council for Wales. 

Suzanne Foster, who resigned from Ysgol Maesydre in 2011, appeared before the council 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. She could be removed from the teaching register if allegations 
against her constituting serious professional misconduct or incompetence are proved. 

Mrs Foster is accused of failing to follow Criminal Records Bureau (CRB) assessment 
for some members of staff; non-compliance with child protection requirements and not 
giving governors sufficient information about policies, standards and performance. 


She is also accused of failing to implement 
strategies to deal with pupils’ poor behav¬ 
iour and failing to provide effective leader¬ 
ship and management to halt declining 
standards at the school. 

The hearing heard that children who mis¬ 
behaved were sent outside to sit alone in a 
“sin bin” in the playground in all weathers. 

This was stopped by council officer, Wayne 
Williams, who was on a visit when he saw a 
young boy sitting at a table beside the fence, 
with no coat on, on a freezing February 
lunchtime. 

School effectiveness officer Mr Williams 
removed the boy, later telling Mrs Foster the 
process bordered on abuse and ordering that 
it be stopped.

TWO thieves who led police 
on a pursuit along the 
Powys/Shropshire border 
which forced a walker to 
leap into a hedge have been 
warned they face jail. 

William Evans and Leon 
Roberts broke into six out¬ 
buildings in villages in 
Powys, stealing chainsaws, a 
motorcycle and leaf blowers 
before being chased by the 
police helicopter and a car. 

The duo both appeared at 
Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday, to be sen¬ 
tenced after admitting a 
range of charges relating at 
an earlier hearing. 

But after deliberating for 
more than half an hour mag¬ 
istrates said their sentenc¬ 
ing powers - up to six 
months custody - were not 
great enough for them to 
deal with the incident. 

Clive Cooper, chairman of 
the bench, said: “You will 
appear at Mold Crown Court 
on October 31 because these 
offences are so serious that 
greater punishment is 
needed in this case.” 

Evans, 18, of Bryn Mally

Plea for bouncers at 
chip shop is rejected 


A PLEA from police for an Oswestry chip 
shop to employ bouncers late at night to 
tackle troublemakers has been turned down 
despite licensing bosses being told the town 
had a “very high rate of violent crime”. 

The plea was made by police after the Wots Cookin chip¬ 
pie on Willow Street applied for permission to serve food 
until 2am at weekends, 


Police told a licensing 
meeting yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) the premises was in 
Oswestry’s late night crime 
“hotspot”. 

Inspector Rik Klair pre¬ 
sented figures to the meet¬ 
ing outlining the level of 
crime in the area. 

Between January 2011 
and January this year there 
were 395 incidents reported 
to police between 11pm and 
5am at weekends. 

A total of 202 of those 
incidents, 51 per cent of all 
the crimes, happened in Wil¬ 
low Street, he said. 

Inspector Klair asked for 
a condition to be inserted 
into Wots Cookin’s licence 
which would allow police to 
order the business to employ 
professional door staff 
should the new late hours 
lead to anti-social problems. 

He said no Oswestry food 
outlet had the condition in 
their licence and at the 
moment police had to go 
“cap in hand” to ask them to 
use bouncers on a voluntary 
basis. 

Inspector Klair said after

taking over the responsibilty 
for policing in North Shrop¬ 
shire last year he was sur¬ 
prised to see how late 
Oswestry premises were 
allowed to operate. 

He said: “Oswestry does 
have a vibrant night time 
economy but also has a very 
high rate of violent crime.”

“We recently announced that a quarter of 
the route will go underground through the 
Meifod Valley and that was a result of us 
appreciating the beautiful landscape and 
heritage of the area and also from us listen¬ 
ing to public opinion at the last set of con¬ 
sultation events. 

“Now we want to know what people think 
of the plans now. So far, the reaction her in 
Llanfair has been interesting and varied 
and we look forward to seeing people come 
along and viewing the proposals.” 

If the windfarms are given planning per¬ 
mission when a continuing public inquiry 
ends, the line will run to the north of Llan¬ 
fair Caereinion before being buried under 
the ground as it travels through the Meifod 
Valley, emerging close to Llansantffraid 
before turning west to cross the A483 trunk 
road between Four Crosses and 
Llanymynech on the Shropshire border.

WHEN Australian Shane Parr 
move to Britain to live, he fell in 
love with the country’s cask ales 
and decided to try to brew his 
own. 

He had been interested in brewing since 
a teenager. 

Today, six years after he opened his first 
microbrewery in Oswestry, Shane, along 
with his wife, Alison, and other family mem¬ 
bers, run the award-winning Stonehouse 
Brewery, which has just moved into purpose 
built new headquarters. 

Now known as a small, rather than a 
micro brewery, Stonehouse bitter is gaining 
popularity, not only in Shropshire but fur¬ 
ther afield. 

This summer the brewery enjoyed 
national exposure when Punch Taverns took 
the beers on a seasonal contract. It is the lat¬ 
est coup for the business with very small 
beginnings. 

Quality 

Stonehouse began life with Shane brew¬ 
ing beer in redundant chicken sheds at 
Weston, near Oswestry. 

Alison said: “The emphasis has always 
been on quality and using quality ingredi¬ 
ents.” 

“We could use cheaper ingredients to cut 
costs but Stonehouse prides itself on consis¬ 
tent quality. 

“Our beers are brewed by hand, using the 
finest floor malted barley and carefully 
selected hops.” 

Stonehouse brews six beers, the best 
known being its Station Bitter, which won 
the national champion, SIBA best bitter gold 
award for 2013. 

There are also the Cambrian Gold, Off the 
Rails, and Wheeltappers Wheat Beer, all 
named because the brewery stands next to 
the old Cambrian Railway, Sunlander, with 
hops from Australia, and Kingsland Flyer

which uses New Zealand hops. “We are 
thinking about brewing a special Christmas 
ale. A white Christmas beer, unlike the 
usual dark festive ales,” Alison added. 

The beer is available in bottles or in 10 or 
20 litre ‘polypins’ and can also be bought by 
the barrel for parties and special occasions. 

Growth for Stonehouse has deliberately 
been slow and steady. 

Shane and Alison began with Alison’s 
father, Ian Reid, and brother, Innes. 

“My father is the engineer,” she said. 

“He was able to build much of the brew¬ 
ing equipment so that in the beginning we 
didn’t have to buy expensive new equip¬ 
ment. Innes is a drayman.” 

Today Stonehouse provides employment 


for 10 people and brews 100 barrels a week. 
And it has also just moved into the new, 
purpose-built, brewery next to those old 
chicken sheds - those are now used for stor¬ 
age. 

Grants from the Shropshire Market 
Town’s Revitalisation Programme and the 
Shropshire and Herefordshire business 
enterprise scheme have helped towards the 
new brewery. 

“The new building is wonderful,” Alison 
said. 

“It is bright and airy and we no longer 
have to apologise to visitors but we are 
eager to welcome them in and show them 
around.” 

The brewery now includes a visitor centre 


and shop and the company has just begun 
to run special tours. 

Said Alison: “We are very proud of our 
beer and now we are very proud of our 
brewery and keen to invite people to join 
our tours.” 

In the future the restoration of the Cam¬ 
brian Railways line from Oswestry to 
Weston could bring a difference dimension 
to the brewery tours with visitors able to 
arrive by train.

Concern 
over the 
findings 
on loans 

THE new findings on pay¬ 
day loans released by Chris¬ 
tians Against Poverty are 
deeply concerning. 

They highlight the des¬ 
perate lengths that people 
are going to in order to pay 
their soaring bills, feed their 
families and keep a roof over 
their heads. 

It is particularly worrying 
that many of the payday 
loan companies do not check 
that individuals have suffi¬ 
cient income to pay them 
back. 

With 80 per cent of people 
taking out more than one 
loan to repay existing bor¬ 
rowing, coupled with inter¬ 
est rates as high as 4,000 per 
cent, it is all too easy for peo¬ 
ple to end up trapped in a 
spiral of debt that is difficult 
to escape. 

We know through our 
own research that many 
people on low incomes are 
just not aware of the welfare 
benefits or charitable funds 
available to them. 

We found that almost half 
(48 per cent) of people who 
were unemployed and had 
taken out a payday loan had 
never checked their welfare 
benefits eligibility. 

Yet benefits and charita¬ 
ble funds exist to help those 
experiencing financial hard¬ 
ship - something that could 
happen to anyone one of us 
at any time due to illness, 
job loss, family breakdown 
and other unexpected cir¬ 
cumstances.

Drivers warned 
on crackdown

Parish councillors were told last month 
the proposals were not yet at the stage 
where a formal planning application had 
been submitted but the Wrekin Housing 
Trust wanted to keep the parish council 
informed of the development. 

The plans would see the building of six 
bungalows, eight one-bedroom flats, five 
two-bed homes and three three-bed houses.

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Housing 
schemes 
miss out 
on prizes 

DESIGN experts say the 
lasting legacy of the reces¬ 
sion may be the reason why 
no housing developments 
received a prize in this 
year’s Oswestry and District 
Civic Society Awards. 

Housing schemes have 
picked up prizes in the 
awards in previous years for 
their design but none has 
been chosen this year. 

Civic society chairman 
Saffron Rainey said judges 
looked at every building 
built in the 12 months in the 
area up to June. 

He revealed none of the 
new housing developments 
was judged to be of such a 
high standard of design that 
they warranted a prize. 

Mr Rainey said it 
appeared the recession was 
having an effect on the 
design of new estates with 
judges feeling less emphasis 
had been put on how they 
looked. 

He said: “We certainly 
had individual houses short¬ 
listed for prizes but this year 
we have no housing develop¬ 
ments or schemes as such. 
That may be because of the 
effects of the recession. 

“We know about the 
recession and the effects it 
has had on the building 
industry and this year we 
have no housing develop¬ 
ments up for a prize. 

“Usually each year we 
have picked out a scheme or 
two, but this year we don’t 
have any.” 


Law firm welcomes news 
of mortgage help scheme

THE Government announcement that it will be launching the Help- 
to-Buy mortgage scheme three months earlier than originally pro¬ 
posed has been welcomed by Oswestry law firm, Lanyon Bowdler. 

With mortgage products now becoming available from last Monday the scheme will 
enable both first time buyers and existing home owners to purchase a new or older prop¬ 
erty, up to the value of £600,000, with only a five per cent deposit. 

The scheme enables the mortgage lender to apply to the Government to buy a guarantee 
for up to 15per cent of the value of the property and the Government has set aside £12 

billion for this purpose. 

Prospective borrowers should note that 
although the new mortgage products are 
available from last Monday , borrowers will 
be unable to complete their property pur¬ 
chase until January when the Government 
guarantee is issued. 

Products 

Mortgage products will initially be avail¬ 
able through Royal Bank of Scotland, 
Natwest and Halifax with other banks set 
to follow over time. 

Emma Alsop, a residential conveyancer 
with Oswestry law firm Lanyon Bowdler 
said: “It is great to see the new scheme 
extends to both first time buyers and exist¬ 
ing home owners.

Chocolate meets its 
match with wine 


Ahead of National Chocolate 
Week, SAM WVLIE-HARRIS 
masters the art of 
chocolate and wine pairing 


SOME of us may not need a 
special occasion to indulge in 
the sweeter things in life - but 
in the meltdown to National 
Chocolate Week, running 
from Monday until October 
20, vino lovers have the per¬ 
fect excuse to double their 
pleasure. 

Delicious and mood boosting, 
uncorking a dark label to compliment 
the flavours of our favourite treat 
engages the senses with its taste and 
aromas; and finding the right combo 
feels like a little ‘hello from heaven’ 
with every delectable sip. 

In fact, with the trend for chocolate 
boutiques and artisan chocolates, cocoa 
and wine pairings are becoming more 
fashionable. 

But contrary to popular belief, 
champagne and chocolate are not nat¬ 
ural bedfellows. 

Instead, save the fresh, dry bubbles 
for savoury snacks and discover how 
fine, dark chocolates suit inky, full-bod¬ 
ied reds. Creamy milk chocolate tastes 
divine with a sweet moscatel, while 
white chocolate and fruit and nut 
selections come into their own with a 
glass of sherry. 

To satisfy those cocoa cravings and 
enhance your drinking pleasure, here 
are some suggestions to grace the wine

rack. Carmenere is Chile’s calling card 
and when the rich, spicy, savoury 
flavours of this grape are blended with 
cabernet sauvignon and a splash of shi- 
raz, reds such as Estevez Cabernet 
Sauvignon Carmenere 2011, Valle de 
Maule, Chile (£4.99, Aldi) take on a 
soft, ripe, earthy mouthfeel with a lick 
of spice, firm tannins and with alluring 
aromas of cocoa, this a wine to enjoy 
with dark chocolate bars. 

A couple of notches up the scale, 
Marques de Casa Concha Carmenere 
2010, Chile (£11.95, www.wine 
direct.co.uk) is from a reliable pro¬ 
ducer with consistently good wines. 


Pure carmenere in all its rich, ripe, 
unadulterated glory, the wine spends 
16 months in French oak, which gives 
it a soft cushioning and an ample core 
of blackcurrant and plummy fruits 
laced with dark chocolate, vanilla notes 
and a long, lush, velvety finish. 

To help celebrate National Choco¬ 
late Week, the folks at Lindt have 
teamed up with a master of wine to 
create some delicious pairings, and a 
Chilean merlot was voted the best 
match with Lindt Excellence 70% 
Cocoa. 

Dominant 

For a warm-fruited, delicious exam¬ 
ple that’s merlot dominant and topped 
up with carmenere and cabernet sauvi¬ 
gnon, try Concha Y Toro Trio Merlot 
2012, Chile (£8.50, www.slurp.co.uk) 
which displays all the right spiced dark 
fruit, choc notes with smooth tannins 
on the expressive brambly berry finish. 

For a tasting adventure that can’t be 
pinned to one specific type of chocolate, 
Rubis Chocolate Wine, Spain (£13, 
70cl, www.harveynichols.com) can 
be enjoyed at room temperature, 
poured over ice, used in cocktails, 
measured into your favourite chocolate 
recipe and even used to cook with red 
meat. 

And for the sweetest ending, tipplers 
drawn to tawny dessert wines will find 
the fresh, luscious floral fruit in Mosca¬ 
tel de Setubal, Bacalhoa 2009, Portugal 
(£10.70, 75cl, www.tanners-wines. 
co.uk) adds a honeyed twist to white 
chocolate truffles. Behind a veil of 
sweet apricot, there are some underly¬ 
ing chocolate and raisin notes in this 
fruity moscatel which should be served 
lightly chilled.

The Citigo is another one of the 
genre of city cars that increas¬ 
ingly appear to dominate our 
urban landscape. 

I get why you need them - small, eco¬ 
nomical, practical and all other great words 
used by public relations departments to 
convince us that as responsible drivers we 
should consider the environment. But, most 
of the city cars I have driven have left me 
totally cold in the enjoyment department. 

Do you remember, not that long ago 
when you actually went for a drive for the 
sheer pleasure of driving? I do, and living 
in rural Shropshire with some great roads I 
was already contemplating what excuses I 
could make for not really driving the Citigo 
anywhere. 

Practical 

However, as a road tester, drive it I had 
to. The first surprise was the fact that it was 
a five-door car. 

Why surprising? Well most city cars don’t 
seem able to pull the four-door trick without 
making a massive compromise, usually in 
the looks or practicality department. Not in 
this case, it just looks well proportioned. 
And from a practical point it is easy to get 
in and out of the back without having to be 
a trained contortionist. 

Sitting on 14inch alloys, the Citigo also

looks the part and for a change it appears 
that the wheels were not an afterthought. 

This avoids the odd feeling of the body 
being perched on top of wheels that are too 
small for the rest of the car, as so often 
found with others in the genre. 

Interior wise you get the usual standard 
of fitments that you have come to expect 
from Skoda. I liked the central speedo with 
the small rev counter - practical and funky. 

The test car was also fitted with the PID 


(Portable Infotainment Device), suspended 
on its own bracket off the top of the dash 
which has sat nav, media player and a great 
trip computer that reminds me of the old 
terratrip units fitted to rally cars many years 
ago. The seats are comfortable and even 
though they had similar adjustment to the 
Rapid, I didn’t suffer with any discomfort 
and they supported my body effectively. 

So to the driving experience. The 1 litre 
engine is a three cylinder affair that kicks 


out around 75 bhp and accelerates the car 
from 0-60 in a shade more than 13 sec¬ 
onds. 

While this doesn’t sound particularly 
impressive, the way the engine revs cou¬ 
pled with the excellent five-speed gearbox 
means that you can get a move on with rel¬ 
ative ease. Although the engine does need 
to be revved to get the best out of it, this 
has the added bonus of providing you with 
a three cylinder soundtrack which I loved.

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Beefcake BMW set to make its mark

Early BMW coupes were little more 
than two-door versions of the com¬ 
pany’s four-door saloons. You can’t 
say that of the latest one; it oozes 
beefcake style in every direction. 

Bigger and much bolder to look at, it even has 
a new name: 4 Series, to distance the car from 
the 3 Series saloons and estates it’s based on in 
the places you can’t see. 

The outgoing 3 Series coupe was a big hit with British buy¬ 
ers, who bought nearly 50,000 of them in its seven-year life. 
And BMW thinks the new one will sell better here than in its 
native Germany. 

The current three-strong coupe range costs from £31,575 
to £38,295 but will soon be joined by versions with larger and 
smaller engines and, for the first time, all-wheel drive xDrive 
models for a £1,500 premium. 

Heart 

At £2,385 more as a coupe, with fewer doors and (only) a 
little less practicality than the saloon it owes its oily bits to, 
this is a car that sells more to the heart than the head. It also 
costs £540 more than the outgoing coupe but comes with 
added standard kit worth £1,475. 

So it’s just as well that, to these jaded eyes anyway, that 
the new 4 Series is a car worth a second glance. It adds 
visual muscle compared to a 3 Series saloon wherever you 
look, but especially at the front and rear, where both seem 
to have been injected with automotive steroids. 

It’s one of those cars that looks fast, standing still with the 
engine turned off. Press the ‘go’ button on the dash and it 
pretty well lives up to all that visual promise, even with the 
diesel under the bonnet that BMW expects to take one in 
three sales in the UK. 

Lots of those will be to company car user choosers, who 
will relish the way that every version of the 4 Series is kinder

to the environment than its predecessor, and so kinder on its 
user’s tax return. 

BMW continues to demonstrate how much life is left in 
conventional petrol and diesels, without recourse to expen¬ 
sive batteries and electric motors. 

Inside the 4 Series you’ll find plenty of space for a quartet 
of adults, who will enjoy only a little less headroom in the rear 
compared to the comparable saloon, and there’s a huge 
boot out back, too. 

The view ahead for the driver is pretty well neat 3 Series 
saloon (with a few trim tweaks to lift the ambience), so that 
means a much more severe approach to the serious busi¬ 
ness of driving than you’ll find in an Audi, for instance. It all 
works impeccably, though, with everything where you expect 


to find it - and a conventional handbrake, thank goodness. 

The 2.0-litre engine pulls strongly from walking pace and 
never raised its voice, even during long spells in fourth gear 
over some deliciously tempting, and empty, Highland roads. 
Something just short of 46mpg for the drive wasn’t too 
shabby either. 

My car came with optional clever suspension (£750) and 
was a bit bouncy in its comfort setting but controlled and not 
too firm in sport. Big wheels and tyres mean the car sticks 
firmly on the corners but it feels more a grand tourer with 
sporty intentions than an out-and-out thrill-seeker. 

That’s unlikely to bother the thousands of owners who in 
the years ahead will enjoy the looks and solid driving pleas¬ 
ure of this new line of BMWs.

THE train now standing 
outside Wilkinson’s store in 
Oswestry... has been joined 
by passengers waiting on a 
platform opposite. 

Created by artist Jim 
Heath, from Chirk, the 52ft 
(15.8m) long and 13ft (3.9m) 
high station design has been 
painted onto a blank wall in 
Herbie Roberts Way. 

The giant mural, named 
Great Expectation, will be 
officially unveiled on Satur¬ 
day to coincide with the 
fourth birthday of the 
town’s Footfall project.

A CEMETERY in a rural village could be 
forced to close if funding can’t be found to 
carry out urgent repairs to a boundary wall. 

The warning was given by the Parochial Church Council 
of St Michael the Archangel, Llanyblodwel, after it was dis¬ 
covered that part of the churchyard wall is at risk of col¬ 
lapsing into the neighbouring cemetery.

more than £3,000. 

Sally Humphreys, 

benefice administrator, said: 
“Parts of the wall have col¬ 
lapsed completely but the 
most pressing part is a 20- 
metre section next to the 
new cemetery where one 
section is in danger of falling 
into the new cemetery.

“If the wall deteriorates 
further this winter then the 
PCC may have no option but 
to suspend burials and close 
the new cemetery to the 
public until finances can be 
found to repair this section 
of wall.” 

The damage has been 
caused by the recent very 
cold winters. The repairs are 
even more essential after it 
was revealed earlier this 
week that councils across 
Shropshire are facing a bat¬ 
tle to find new burial plots, 
with some areas only having 
space for the next five years. 

Maintenance work in the 
churchyard is carried out 
jointly by Llanyblodwel 


Parish Council and the PCC, 
with the wider community 
carrying out regular tidy-up 
days. 

But as St Michael’s is a 
listed building, specialist 
techniques have to be used 
to repaired the wall using 
hydrated lime mortar. 

The repair work is 
expected to cost £3,050 and 
the parish council has 
applied to the St Oswald and 
Llanymynech Local Joint 
Committee for funding 
towards the work. 

The LJC, due to meet on 
Tuesday, is expected to 
approve a grant of £1,000 
towards the cost of the 
works. 

St Michael’s PCC has to 
apply to the church diocese 
for permission to carry out 
the repairs before work can 
begin. 

Among those laid to rest 
in the cemetery is former 
Oswestry MP John Biffen. 

Lord Biffen, who was the 
local MP from 1961 to 1997, 
lived in Llanyblodwel, and 
died in 2007.

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Licence 
warning 
to scrap 
dealers 

SCRAP metal dealers in Mid 
Wales have been warned 
they must be registered with 
Powys County Council or 
face losing their licence. 

The authority says the 
new Scrap Metal Dealers Act 
2013 ensures only people 
who have been properly vet¬ 
ted can lawfully collect, buy 
or sell scrap metal. 

The act also gives the 
council more powers, includ¬ 
ing the ability to refuse a 
licence or revoke licences. 

There are two licences 
depending on what business 
the dealer undertakes. 

A site licence is required 
for business that take in 
scrap metal or vehicles, 
while a collector’s licence is 
for those who operate a 
scrap collection business, for 
example, door to door or 
from businesses and then 
sell it to scrap yards or 
motor salvage yards. 

The council’s cabinet 
agreed the new fees at a 
meeting this week, with a 
new site licence costing £348 
and a renewal £258. 

Meanwhile a collector’s 
licence will cost £310 and a 
renewal will cost £248. 

Those who are registered 
with the council have to sub¬ 
mit an application before 
October 15 and can continue 
to trade while their applica¬ 
tion is considered. Those 
registered but who do not 
apply on or before October 
15 will not be able to trade 
after October 16.

LAST week we told the story of 
how young Emily Renshaw,

arrival on the scene of the man who 
would become her father. 

“My mum was living at the Derwen 
college and they decided to admit men as 
well. 

“My dad John Podmore came from 
Stoke-on-Trent and got a place there. He 
had polio and had a splint and a high 
boot. He was born in 1908 so was three 
years older than my mother. 

“They started becoming friends, but at 
that time Dame Agnes Hunt didn’t like 


male students and girl students mixing 
together. My mum said they felt it was 
their responsibility to look after these 
children, as they were called, and they 
were not prepared to put up with friend¬ 
ships going any further than a ‘hello’ 
across the room. 

Separated 

“My mum and dad started courting, 
which they kept secret for a while. When 
they went into the dining hall dad would 
sit up one side, and my mum would be 
the other, and there was a clear space 
through so they could see each other. My 


dad was very handy with his hands and 
built a bike for himself from scrap, and 
also built my mum a bike, and every 
Sunday afternoon they used to cycle 
from Oswestry to Shrewsbury, either 
cycling all the way, or some Sundays 
cycling to, I think, Gobowen railway sta¬ 
tion and waiting for the train. 

“In 1935 my mum was sent to Bath 
and Wessex Children’s Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital. 

“Whether a job came up and they 
thought it was one way of separating my 
mum and dad, I don’t know. It didn’t go 


down very well. She was too far away 
from home in Shrewsbury and it meant 
she and dad were separated.” 

Kath wrote saying she was unhappy at 
the hospital and wanted to return to the 
Derwen. That didn’t happen - but the 
matter was solved in another way, with 
Kath and John marrying in Shrewsbury 
on August 29, 1936, and settingup home 
together in Wolverhampton, where John 
had found work with Boulton & Paul. 

And in honour of their shared back¬ 
ground they gave their home in War- 
stones Crescent the name “Derwen”.

For bubbly ski instructor and former county 
table tennis star Wendy Payton, the Miruji chair 
has been a passport back to normal life after 
living for almost half a decade with debilitating 
M.E.

A new chapter in history 
of Peugeot hot hatches

HAVING the letters GTi 
across the back used to 
guarantee success for manu¬ 
facturers but demand is 
nothing like it used to be. 

So it’s a bit of a surprise to see 
Peugeot investing heavily in the 
208GTi - even if target sales are only 
around 2,000 in the UK for the year. 

Perhaps it’s the company’s 30-year history 
of producing successful hot hatches that has 
convinced Peugeot the GTi will capture a slice 
of a market which includes Fiesta ST and 
Renaultsport Clio. 


Subtle 

What strikes you first about the 208 is its 
subtle appearance. In fact it doesn’t look much 
different from the regular three-door 208. But 
this is the most powerful 208 yet. 

Outwardly the main things setting the GTi 
apart from the rest of the 208 range are a ‘che¬ 
quered flag’ grille, boot spoiler, chunkier side 
sills and wheel arch extensions housing a set 
of 17in alloys. 

Other distinguishing marks include red ‘GTi’ 
emblems on its C-pillars and the theme con¬ 
tinues inside, with red stitching for the central

vent surrounds, gearknob, seatbelts and door 
handles. 

But while outwardly the GTi has very little to 
attract the eye of today’s hot hatch enthusiast 
there’s a powerful engine, firm suspension and 
a wider track and a lower ride height to 
improve handling. 

There’s easily enough grip on offer and you 
can corner as hard as you want to and enjoy 
using the six-speed manual gearbox with good 
ratios. 

Quite simply this 208 does everything you 
ask of it but is a more comfortable ride than a 


lot of the competition out there, which might 
not be what the hot hatch enthusiast is really 
looking for. 

But buyers won’t be disappointed with per¬ 
formance. In fact this GTi is a bit of a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing. There’s a top speed of 
143mph, 0-62mph in 6.8 seconds, 200bhp and 
275Nm of torque. 

Peugeot claims average fuel consumption 
of 48mpg and 139g/km C02 emissions which 
means it will be cheap enough to run. 

I loved the cloth and leather sports seats 
and found plenty of kit to keep me interested 


including a DAB radio, rear parking sensors 
and automatic lights and wipers as standard. 

Highlights include the leather finish across 
the dashboard and a stylish, flat-bottomed 
steering wheel. 

On-the-road prices start at £18,895 but the 
test car would set you back nearer £20,000 
thanks to metallic paint, cornering assist fog 
lights and a multifunction colour touch-screen 
navigation upgrade. 

Peugeot’s biggest problem will be whether 
hot hatch fans feel the 208GTi is different 
enough from the rest of the sector to tempt 
them to part with their money. Time will tell.

Big Cat is a touch of class

Jaguar is one of those 
brands that you wish will do 
well. 

Born in Blackpool under the 
inspired ownership of Sir William 
Lyons as the Swallow company it 
then moved to its spiritual home in 
Coventry where it became Jaguar 
and over the following decades, 
became the car everyone wanted to 
own - not just in this country but 
across the world. 

The XK is one of its most recognisable 
names and it is fitting that the latest version 
was the one that set the car back on that road 
to success after a troubled period in its history. 

Defines 

Now owned by Indian giant Tata, perhaps 
the XK defines the new breed of Jaguar since 
it first made an appearance to worldwide 
acclaim back in 2005. 

The beautifully conceived 2+2 grand 
tourer sits on huge 20in alloys wheels and 
looks even better as a soft top, so beloved 
by the British public. 

A GT is may be but it offers incredible per¬ 
formance from the supercharged five-litre 
engine. 

Brutally quick and beautifully refined, the 
engine note from the twin exhausts sounds 
like a racing car and rockets the vehicle from 
0-60mph in just 4.5 seconds. 

The power is channelled through a six- 
speed sequential gearbox which also 
allows you to gearchange via paddles

behind the steering wheel if you want a little 
more fun. 

The drive is delivered to the rear wheels 
with active rear differential, traction and sta¬ 
bility control stopping the wheels spinning 
and keeping the car on the straight and nar¬ 
row. 

Economy is, well, rubbish. Official figures 
claim average consumption of around a very 
optimistic 23mpg. High C02 emissions also 
put it in the highest benefit in kind taxation 
range as well. 

Driving the car is fun. It is well balanced on 
corners thanks to variable electronic damp¬ 
ing of the suspension and when cruising is a 
comfortably firm ride. Despite lacking a per¬ 
manent roof, the strong aluminium construc¬ 
tion means there is no evidence of body flex. 

The fabric roof settles into a compartment 
that sits just above the boot in a matter of just 
12 seconds, still leaving plenty of space in 


the boot. That makes for a fantastic open-top 
experience and even allows the tiny seats in 
the rear to be just about useable for adults - 
if only for a limited time. 

Those seats are really just suitable for chil¬ 
dren, but that hardly seems to matter. 

The interior features the keyless pulsing 
starter button and the circular gear control 
knob that rises from the central console 
when the ignition is switched on and ambient 
interior lighting. 

Soft-touch finishes decorate the dash and 
doors and the plush carpets would not be 
out of place in a stately home. 

If one thing is looking slightly dated these 
days it is the central seven-inch touch screen 
controls, but it still performs more than ade¬ 
quately controlling major functions such as 
dual-zone climate control, sound system and 
communications. 

There are 16-way adjustable soft leather 


grain seats with memory which are both 
heated and refrigerated, depending on the 
weather and heated and electrically 
adjustable steering wheel. 

As for standard equipment, just about 
everything such as powered door mirrors, 
auto dimming rear view mirror and cruise 
control is included, as you would hope for 
£85,000, but if you want a reversing camera 
and adaptive front lighting, that will set you 
back nearly a further grand. 

But you do get some great kit for the cash 
and the Bowers & Wilkins surround sound 
system temps you to pump up the volume as 
the risk of bursting your eardrums. 

If you like more sedate motoring, then the 
smaller diesel still offers performance and 
better economy. 

One thing that annoyed was the doors had 
to be given a good slam to shut properly. Not 
what you expect from a car costing £85k.

TNS FOR THE TITLE 


HEAD coach Carl Darlington believes The New Saints have 
what it takes to lift another Welsh Premier crown this sea¬ 
son - despite coming under early pressure from Airbus UK. 

The Saints have won the title for the last two years, but are under no illusions 
they face a serious rival in the Wingmakers who underlined their credentials in 
last Saturday’s 1-1 draw between the sides. 

That shaky draw left the defending champions three points adrift of high flying Airbus,

But Darlington insisted it 
was still early days, and 
pointed to the fact that the 
Saints are far better off this 
season that they were this 
time last year as they chase 
a third title on the trot.
